"Editor, Dixon Telegraph, 
"Deaf Sir: 


Dixon, Illinois! What fond boy- 


hood memories that name brings 
back'to me. I am now 76 years 
old and have been retired from 
active service as a conductor ot 
the Illinois Central railroad after 
48 years of service. 
Bu» I find 


myself going back into the past, 
thinking of my boyhood days 


. which I spent In dear old Dixon I 


"My father was superintendent 


of the- Rock River Stock Farms, 
just a mile or two out of Dixon 
where I spent the happiest days 
of my life. 
There are only a 


few names of old friends that I 
can recall, such as the Preston*, 
the Malloys, mother and two 
sons. Gene and Ed.' They were 
grand people.

"I recall being In town the 


night Jim Corbett defeated John 
L. Sullivan (Editor's Xote: Sept. 
7, 1892, 21 rounds, Xew Orleans) 
and after working on the farm, 
I succeeded In losing my small 
bankroll on John L. Also I re- 
member my father accepted a 
bet that he couldn't drive a horse 
and buggy across the dam over 
Rock River in ynur town. Well, 
he. got acros* hut about half ot 
»hp way over he and the buggy 
were on the back of the horse 
but they made It:

WASHINGTON-Wl-Secretary of 


State Dulles today gave notic* 
that the United States would re- 
fuse to discuss th« admission of 
Communist China to the United 
Nations at the prospective Korean 
politics,! conference. 


Dulles told a news conference 


he did not tljink 'this question 
would be appropriate. to bring be- 
fore 
the 
conference, 
which 
is 


scheduled to follow 90 days after 
an armistice. 


It-was the administration's first 


definite stand on thi» issue. Dulles 
had 
indicated 
earlier that the 


United States would b« willing for 
the conference to consider Tar 
East subjects besides «. Korean 
settlement. 


The secretary today indicated 


the United States will 
want to 


discuss measures to prevent Com- 
munist forces 
released by the 


truce from being used for new ag- 
gression in Indochina 
or else- 


where.

Dulles avoided any predictions 


about the outcome of the armis- 
tice negotiations. 
He said a num- 


ber of matters remained to be 
ironed out. such as the mapping of 
battle lines, physical arrangements 
for handling war prisoners and 
the problems of translations.

Fire? Police Wage Increase 
Action Should Come Soon 


Action on increasing Dixon fir* and police personnel wages in ac- 


cord with the minimum wage bill signed into law July 16 by Illinois 
Governor Stratton should come soon, C, L. Ballard, commissioner of 
public health and safety, said today. 


Ballard added that the sooner 


the city decides just how it will 
meet the new wage law for fire- 
men and policemen, the less com- 
plicated it will become. Payment 
of new increased minimum wages 
is retroactive to the signing of the 
bill. 


However, 
the city 
council ii 


waiting word on the law from the 
Illinois Municipal league giving 
an exact account of just what is 
required of mumcjpalities. It has 
not been determined fully who is 
eligible for the pay boost and who 
isn't, Ballard contended. 


Reduce Benefit* 


In any case, it is not expected 


that Dixon will be able to pv« the 
full increase in salary plus the 
benefits now enjoyed by members 
of 
both departments, such 
as 


longevity. The city police also re- 
ceive a $100 a year clothing allow- 
ance, he added. 


Ballard said that although each 


member of the city council may 
have his own opinion r»n lh» mai- 
ler, U seems to him that the coun- 


cil will have to scale down such 
added benefits. 


About the only other recourse to 


meet the wage increase in accord 
with the present scope of the city 
budget would be to reduce the 
number of city fire and police 
personnel, he claimed. 


Six .Month Walt 


Ballard .said that the council 


cannot amend the city appropria- 
tion ordinance to pay the increase 
until Dec. 16, six months after it 
was passed. Until then, the city 
will have to use whatever funds 


under the present 


ordinance.

Federal Debt Limits Could 
Force Ike to Cut Spending 


Leaders Backing Away From 
Efforts to Increase Ceiling~ 


WASHINGTON UP)—Administration leaders appeared 


to be backing away today from any immediate increase in the 
federal debt limit and Sen. Byrd (D-Va) said this may force 
President Eisenhower to make sharp spending cuts. 


Byrd. who has been consulting 


with administration fiscal leaders, 
said in an interview he has made 
it clear to them he would oppose 
any effort in this session of Con- 
gress to raise the present 275 bil 
lion dollar debt ceiling. 


"If the debt limit isn't raised, 


the administration soon will be 
compelled to cut spending below 
the level that Congress has ap 
proved," Byrd said. 


National Debt 


The national debt now stands 


only 52,638,000,000 below the statu- 
tory limit, but Byrd said he thinks 
the Treasury probably will be able 
to get by until January without 
reaching or raising the ceiling. 


However, he said that unless 


the President takes some drastic 
action to .cut expenditures, they 
will reach 74 billion dollars in the 
current fiscal year and produce 
the 10 billion dollar deficit Byrd 
already has forecast. 


"Congress cannot do anything 


effective about slowing down these 
expenditures because the depart- 
ments have a carry-over of 80 bil- 
lion dollars in funds already ap- 
propriated," Byrd said. "The ef- 
forts it is making now to cut ap- 
propriations will not be felt until 
next year or later.

farm timber at a nearby sawmill.

Hazel br,ush was 
cut and bound together In the 
making of a broom, and it was 
with ha/el blooms that the Tho- 
mas lawn was swept to remove the 
dead grass, and twigs."

ranked second among the 48 states 
in output of meat and was also sec- 
ond in cash sales of meat animals. 
Sales of cattle, hogs and sheep to- 
taled S8S0.272.000 or an average of 
more than $2,410.000 per day. Of 
this total, $428,978,000 represented 
sales of cattle and calves, $435,- 
741.000 represented hog sales, and 
sheep and lamb sales reached $15,. 
553,000. 


The board pointed out that the 


sales of cattle, hogs and sheep con- 
stituted -44 per cent of the state's 
total farm income.

To Note Safety Week 
President Urges 
Rural Families 
To Cut Mishaps 


URBAXA— President Eisenhower 


has proclaimed this week as the 
10th annual National Farm Safety 
Week. 


The president, in his proclama 


tion, urgently requests every farm 
family member to cooperate in an 
effort to make 1953 as accident- 
free as possible. More than 114 
million farm residents weie in- 
jured last year, and needless acci- 
dents continue to kill thousands 
more every year, he points out. 


In supporting 
the president's 


proclamation, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Benson says that in 1951. 
the last year for which official 
estimates 
are 
available, 
14,500 


farm people lost their lives as a 
result of accidents. 


The chances. of being killed on 


the job are more than three times 
as great for an agricultural worker 
as for an industrial worker. Loss 
due to accidents affecting farmers, 
including property and equipment, 
is estimated at one billion dollars. 
That's more than the total of all 


personal 
farm real estate and 
property taxes in 1949. 


Of the fatal accidents to farm 


folks in 1951, almost as many oc- 
curred in and around the house as 
on the rest of the farm. Falls are 
the principal 'cause of deaths from 
home accidents among persons 
over 45 years of age. Burns rank 
first among those from 1 to 44 
years of age. 


This is the 10th year in which 


National Farm Safety Week has 
been 'sponsored by the National 
Safety Council, and the Department 
of Agriculture, in cooperation with 
the farm safety activities of states 
and counties, the Illinois Rural 
£afety Council, farm organizations, 
^arm press and radio, and many 
other groups interested in agricul- 
ture.

URBANA—Prevent a serious ac 


cident by keeping your small chil 
dren from driving, playing on or 
going along as extra riders on mov 
ing power equipment. 


John W. Matthews, executive 


secretary of the Illinois Rural 
Safely Council, says that it's up 
to you as a parent to keep farm 
equipment accidents from happen- 
ing. 


Handling a tractor under most 


farm conditions requires 
mature 


skill, coordination and judgment 
that most youngsters 11 years old 
or even older do not have. Or 
course, children vary a great deal 
in these capacities at certain ages. 
One youngster may be mature 
enough to operate complex machin 
ery, while another at the same age 
will not be. 


Parents are in the best position 


to judge their children's abilities. 
However, because of pride in their 
children or because of a shortage 
of help, some parents have failed 
to exercise good judgment. 
The 


result has sometimes been a crip- 
pling accident or even death. 


Each such accident adds to the 


pressure for legislative control that 
s not the best answer to the prob- 
lem. So don't send a boy out to do 
a man's job. You may save his 
life.

Engineering at the University o 
Illinois has plans for all types o 
storage. The most substantial crib 
is a permanent building with over 
head bins. It's also the most ex 
pensive. You can build the same 
type without overhead storage for 
about $1.15 a bushel. 


J. T. Clayton, university farm 


engineer, warns against spending 
too much money without careful 
thought. You can build a pole-type 
crib with snowfence siding at a 
cost of about 40 cents a bushel 
That's also the cost of some of the 
steel frame wire mesh cribs you 
can buy. 


Clayton says we can expect some 


change in the way corn is harvest- 
ed. and ideas on buildings may 
also change. He recommends talk- 
ing your building problems over 
with the farm adviser before you 
build. You can get the corn stor- 
age plans from him.

baby beeves. 


Russell points out that each 10 to 


12 bushels of grain the calves eat 
while they are nursing will result 
in about 100 pounds more weight at 
weaning.

Improper Lifting 
Can Cause Many 
Farm Accidents 


URBANA—Practice the correct 


way to lift heavy objects until it 
becomes a habit with you. 


Victims of sprains, strains, her- 


nias and .other injuries resulting 
from poor lifting practices are far 
too numerous, says J. \V. Mat- 
thews, executive secretary of the 
Illinois Rural Safety Council. 


Your body is a mechanical sys- 


tem of leavers and hinges operated 
by cables just like machines, Mat- 
thews points out. Overloading or 
using these cables improperly is 
inviting trouble. 


Many people unconsciously bend 


at the waist when they reach down 
to pick up an object. Lifting in this 
position places a severe strain on 
the sensitive back and abdominal 
muscles. 


On the other hand, if you will 


squat and bend your knees and 
keep your back as straight and up- 
right as you can when you lift a 
heavy object, the powerful muscles 
of your legs and thighs can do the 
lifting without excessive strain. 


Here are 
the most common 


causes of lifting injuries, accord- 
ing to the Rural Safety Council: 
(1) lifting and lowering with the 
back muscles instead of the leg 
muscles; (2) insecure grip or foot- 
ing and unsafe placing of hands or 
feet; 
(3) using quick, jerking, 


twisting or awkward body move- 
ments; (4) obstructed vision, un- 
stable loads or inadequate control; 
and (5) insufficient help or failure 
:o use mechanical aids.

Agricultural economists at the 


University of Illinois point out that 
all of this drop in production was 
caused by fewer layers on hand 
for the first four months of Uiis 
year. Egg production for each JOO 
hens has gone up in the time total 
production has been dropping. 


For the U.S., figures from the 


USDA bureau of agricultural eco- 
nomics show a drop in egg pro- 
duction of 1.7 per cent for the first 
four months of this year. That's a 
little over a million cases ot eggs. 


As in Illinois, the reason has 


been a 3 per cent reduction in 
numbers of potential layers on 
farms at the beginning of the year 
and 1 per cent fewer layers on 
hand May 1 than a year ago. 


Result of 'the reduced supplies 


of eggs is a smaller accumulation 
of shell and frozen eggs in storage 
and higher egg prices than last 
year, the economists say.

The Farm Bureau Insurance Companies, a cooperative

It's to be called Lincoln Village, for Farm Bureau Presi- 


dent Murray Lnncoln. who developed the idea, and it won't 
be just another subdivision, but a complete community — 
homes, stores, factories, parks, everything. 


There have been many other similar communities in va- 


rious parts of the country— government-built Groenbelt in 


% Washington. D. C.; Levittown. on Long Island— but they 
weren't complete. That is, people's jobs and their homes 
weren't brought together. And that's the big feature at 
-Lincoln Village.

The convenience of factory workers being able to walk

tered around the school. It will be located on a'20-acrc tract 


^providing for large playgrounds and a wooded park

Wide buffer strips of trees and -bushes will 'separate 


^nome areas from factories, stores, and the railroad which 
^passes nearby. Streets will be winding instead of laid out 
in monotonous squares. An ingenious system of walkwavs 
will give children maximum protection against auto traffic 


As far as possible, homes will be of different size, shape 


and cost,' to prevent the sameness which characterizes so

A correspondent who «ays he is 


39 years old, writes that'he has 
be*n having attacks of gout off 
and on for appioximately 10 years 
In addition, he s.a\s: "I never did 
get quite clear as to what caused 
it." This statement is co'tamly not 
surprising since no one else is 
clear about it, either: 


Thpie is a stiong family ten- 


dency towards gout, and most stu- 
dents of the disease now believe 
that it is truly inherited, though 
piobably not all of those who have 
it will develop lecogmzable signs 
of ihe ar*:ve ^'.""HFP 
In other 


woids. it is considered to be an in- 
herited disoider of metabolism 
Similar :n some ie.spec?s to dia- 
betes. 
Incidentally, it is much 


more common among men than 
women. 


Theio aie many other peculiar 


things about gout. Acute Rttac««s 
of the disease tend to occur most 
often in tne spring and fall. In its 
typical form, it Ktaits suddenly in 
the middle of the night w:th severe 
pain at the Irise of one of the big 
toes. The pain i.> teinfic. and us- 
ually w.ikes the victim fiom a 
sound sleep.

an acute att.uk describe it as 
though the joint v. eie be:n^. pneii 
ppait with a ic'i hot nokor. a 
thorougnlv unpleasant .sensation, i 
should iniapme. 


Theie i^ ;t chiotuc foim of the 


disease, usually called gouty ai- 
thntis. Tins is a late stage of the 
disease in winch civt-tai-hke sub- 
stances called iiritcs. made of 
the pioducts ot puiines. which aie 
present in some tooils. aie deposit- 
ed in or near the joini? and in 
some other lui.nt.ons. Sometimes

si/.e, hen's eggs or larger. 


If gi\en at the beginning of an 


attack, coitisone or ACTH may 
waid off the development of the 
pain and the swelling. However, 
these substances frequently seem 
to del?y -the attack which comes 
anyway later, rather than stop it 
altogether.

But fortunately, acute gout can 


be greatly relieved by pioper 


supervision, improved 
diet, and 


attention to living conditions. Other 
drugs, one of them quite new, 
have great value in gout. Thos« 
who have the disease are usually 
lequ'.rcd to refrain from most al- 
coholic liquors and from 
foods 


which contain a high proportion of 
p'lnnes. such as sweetbreads, liv- 
er, kidneys, squab, and calve'a 
tongue. 


Indeed, theie are other foods 


such as potk. beef. veal, sausage, 
giavy, and several kmdr of fish 
vvhuh r.\ay also be taboo for a 
victim of gout because of the rel- 
atively high amounts of purine 
they contain. 


Gout is considered an unusual, 


though not rare disease. By prop- 
er management much" can be dene 
to lessen the fiequency of attacks 
and to ward off the development 
of gouty aithntis or chronic gout.

Not Lying Down 


"As a result of long study and of 


prayer. I am by conviction pledged 
to th«: dee way of life and opposed 
to all forms of totalitarianism, left 
or right, and to all tendencies to- 
ward such practices at home or 
abroad . . . 


"Loyalty 
to my 
family, 
my 


church, and my country arc funda- 
mental to me; and when any man 
or any committee questions that 
loyalty, I doubt that I would be 
worthy of the name- American if 
I took it lying down." 


Referring to reports that the 


committee has filed on a million 
individuals, Bishop O.xnam said 
that in his own cane: 


"It can be shown that these re- 


ports are the result of inexcusable 
incompetence or of slanted selec- 
tion, the result being the same in 
either case, namely, to question 
loyalty, to pillory or to intimidate 
the individual, to damage reputa- 
tion, and to turn attention from 
the Communist 
conspirator 
who 


pursues his nefarious work in the 
shadows, while a patriotic citizen 
Is disgraced in public." 


The bishop said it might seem 


drastic to propose that the com- 
mittee close out Its "public files" 
but he suggested they might be 
included with the investigative files 
and hence not b« made public. 


"If. for purposes of education or 


exposure, the committee decides 
that public ^statements must be 
made," he "asked, "is (here any 
reason why a careful statement 
that will stand scrutiny cannot be 
made by. studying the material in 
the investigative files?" 


Oxnam then suggested that the 


committee appoint a subcommittee 
"to investigate its own files and 
those who compiled them." He said 
the group should determine how 
much duplication there is between 
the committee files and FBI files, 
and if the FBI isn't better equipped 
"to get the facts of real subver- 
sives." 


"I respectfully ask the commit- 


tee to order that my 'file' be cor- 
reeled so as to tell the truth, if 
that is all that can be done; that 
it publicly announce its mistakes 
in my case; but better, that the 
public files be closed out. and the 
releases of unverified material de- 
scribed herein be discontinued " he 
said.

Stateville Convicts Give 
Breath for Atomic Tests 


JOLIET, 111 (in— Stateville pen; 


tentiary inmates are giving thei 
breath to science. 


Scientists from the Atomic Enei 


gy commission's Argonne Nationa 
Laboratory, who aie conductm 
tests with the help of voluntee 
convicts at Stateville, tola ot th 
e.\penment Monday. 


They said they aie attempting t 


determine the amount of ladium 
a. radioactive element that accu 
mulates m a human body m a 
given period. 


The convicts inhale pute ai 


fiom. a tank and exhale into tubes 
Tne radon—gas given off by radi 
um—in the breath is collected in 
charcoal. The amount of ladon can 
be measured to figure how much 
zadium is m the body. 


Stateville was selected for the 


tests because the drinking water 
drawn from deep wells m the 
Joliet-Rockford-Elgm area has th 
highest radium count of any large 
center of population in the Unitec 
States. 


The findings will be used to de 


termme such things as how much 
ladiocative waste from plants can 
be drained off into streams with 
out endangering people who drink 
the water. 


The tests are being conducted 


by Drs. L. D. Mannelh, Austin 
Bruce, and John E. Rose. Thej 
plan to continue research for at 
least a year with the aid of severa 
hundred convicts. 


They said people in the area 


have nothing to woriy about in 
drinking the deep well water. They 
figured that a 70-year-old man in 
his lifetime would consume only 
two-tenths of a microgram of ra- 
dium.
